Paris, Nov. 1.—The protection from 
Oermsn shells enjoyed by convicts 
through their own misdeeds, while 
the law-abiding men of France able 
•to bear arms are making such heavy 
sacrifices, has raised a discussion as 
to the propriety of sending to the 
front of all able-bodied men now in 
prison.. 
"Jail-bird slackers'1 is 
the 
name 
given to men sentenced in 1914 or 
perviously to ueriods of confinement 
that .-'lave carried them over the nr^i. 
two years of the war. A la-w recently 
introduced in the chamber of deputies 
by .Pirrre Rarneil and Andre Hesse 
contemplates the incorporation of cer- 
tain categories of these men. 
The 
nroocsition was received with consid- 
erable satisfaction until a study of 
the Question developed forcible ob- 
jections. A areat many people held 
that would be according too much 
honor to allow convicts to fight at 
the front alongside the gallant soldier 
of the republic.

Cummings' letter stated that 
the only complaint of the meeting was 
that the rates in the new schedule of 
charges for flre protection in plants 
having sprinkler systems are unjust 
and unfair, and that 
request 
was 
made that these rates be reduced fifty 
per cent. The letter stated that the 
chief contention of manufacturers was 
that they were paying for flre protec- 
tion which the city was under obliga- 
tion to furnish and that their indi- 
vidual sprinkling systems were indi- 
rectly a benefit to the city because 
they prevent disastrous fires. 
"If your commission is satisfied that 
the complaint is justified," Mr. Cum- 
mings wrote, "the board of 
water 
commissioners will make the reduc- 
tion with your permission, provided 
the loss in revenue can be taken care 
of without making an entirely new 
schedule of rates."

railroad commission's ruling with the 
inauguration of the new rate, effect- 
ive Oct. 1, ^s that sprinkler systems 
and domestic consumption will be di- 
vorced in the figuring (of costs and 
each be figured separately.

Canadian, 
Tex., Nov. 1.—Charles 
Taze Russell, known as "Pastor" Rus- 
sell, an independent minister whose 
sermons appeared in about fifteen hun- 
dred newspapers weekly, died Tues- 
day afternoon on a Santa Fe train en 
route to 'New York. 
Heart disease 
was given as the cause. 
"Pastor" Russell—one needs a di- 
vinity school degree or ordination of 
some kind to use the title "Reverend," 
but pastor is free to all—was born in 
Pittsburgh, Feb. 16, 1852. Until he 
was twenty he went to school and en- 
gaged in the 
men's 
furnishing busi- 
ness, .studying the Bible in his spare 
hours. There he founded the Watch 
Tower Bible and Tract Society—ten 
dollars and you become a shareholder 
—and then moved to Brooklyn, where 
he began a career that kept him ex- 
tremely busy to the end—in the pul- 
pit, 
in railroad trains, traveling near- 
ly 50,000 miles a year; in finance, as 
witness iracle Wheat and the United 
States Investment company, and m 
the courts pressing Ijbel suits against 
newspapers that preferred the verdict 
of government 
crop 
experts to the 
prospectuses of "Pastor" Russell and 
his associates in Miracle Wheat. 
Russell throughout his career stuck 
to two things—that hell was not eter- 
nal punishment, but eternal death, and 
that the end of the world was near. 
He set the date for 1914. Later this 
was qualified.

OPENS AT ESCANABA 


Peking, Nov. 1.—Chen Chm-tao, the 
minister of finance, lias repeated!} 
ottered his resignation as a result ol 
a furor created by announcement that 
he has made through Japanese bank- 
ers a Joan of »F.,000,000 Mexican on 
the security of mines in Annul ana 
Hunan provinces. Residents of those 
provinces, which are within the fcng- 
li«h sphere of influence in the Yang- 
t.se 
Valley, have sent .protests to par- 
liament that the pledging of the mines 
is part of a plan to betray China to 
Japan. 


The minister of finance made an 


attempt at explanation before par- 
liamenr, which did not silence criticism 
of his action. He said the mines were 
turned over to Japanese financiers in 
recognition of their efforts to assist 
China in getting adequate reorganiza- 
tion loans. He further said that ine 
five million dollar loan WB.S merely an 
advance on a greater loan of possibly 
eighty million dollars. This did not 
reconcile the parliament, however, and 
the Japanese financiers, who are prom- 
inent Kobe, Yokohama and 
Tokio 
bankers, organized under 
the firm 
name of the Asiatic Development com- 
pany expressed a willingness to forego 
the mining rights if China would grant 
them vhe right to buy up copper cash 
in tho five northern 
provinces 
of] 


China.

cial knowledge of the five million dol- 
lar lone and the mining concessions 


I which have created such

furor. 


I Shortly after the announcement of 
. this tmall loan the Chinese govern- 
ment made a formal application to 
the Russian. French, Japanese and 
English bankers, who represent the 
salt monopoly group, for a reorganlKa- 
Ition loan of ten million pounds ster- 
ling secured on the surplus of the 
salt monopoly. 
Chinese newspapers 


charge that Japanese officials doubt- 
less had full knowledge of the smaller 
loan secured on the mines, but did not 
wish to give orUcial sanction to this 
transaction as they desired to create 
no prejudice apainst their co-operation 
witli the allied bankers. 
Parliament a.vd Chen Chin-tao have 
clashed in th.iir interpretation of the 


section of the provisional constitution 
concerning the loan-making 
power, 
and a complete disruption of the gov- 
ernment is threatened, with possible 
resignation of tie whole cabinet or 
the dissolution of parliament. 


Chen Chin-tao holds that prelimi- 
na-y 
agreements for 
loans reed 
not be approved by parliament. This 
view is stoutly opposed by parliamen- 
tarians.
